Government Sends Order to Kansas 


City Commissary Office. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 16.—The first 


warlike move from the government to 
reach Kansas City Dame in an order for 
tho Immediate purchase of 1000 mules to 
be used in the nrmy. The order oome 
from commissary headquarters in St. 
Louis to Major A, L. Smith, officer in 
charge ot the oommleBory office here. 
Tho mules are to be bought at onoo and 
shipped to St. Louis, to be immediately 
put Into the government service. 


A significant feature of the order is the 


fact that those animals are to be used as 
pack mules, whlah seems to indicate that 
they are to be used for service In Cuba. 
The purchase of this class of animals Is a 
Ittrrfo one, too, for there are now only 800 
pack mules In the United States army. 


Spain has been buying mules In Kan- 


sas City for some weeks, but has by no

President McKinley and the Cabinet 


Get the Troops in Motion. 


Washington, April 10.—President Mo- 


Klnley and the members of the cabinet, 
gave the talkative Senate a surprise last 
evening. Decisive action was taken with- 
out waiting for the delayed vote in tbo 
Senate. 
Negotiations with Spain had 


ceased, and the president had said to con- 
gress in bis message on April 11: "lam 
prepared and await your action;" The 
delay in action has been so prolonged that 
patience has been exhausted and with the 
full consent of tbc cabinet the president 
decided to act In tho movement an Hu- 
vana to etop tbe Spanish war and succor 
tho st irvlng Cubans. 
Intervention Action—Troops Moving. 


Tho Immediate assembling of the army 
as ordered, and General Miles was au- 


thorized to mobilize the troops on the 
southern Atlantic coast. Ihe following 
Is Major General Miles' order, giving in 
detail the directions for tbo movement 
decided upon: 


'Adjutant General's Office, Washing- 


ton, D C., Apiil 15, 1998 —Commanding 
General, Department East, Governor's Is- 
land, N. Y.: With tho approval of the 
secretary of war, the following reglu.ects 
of cavalry and light batteries of artillery 
are relieved from duty at their present 
stations, and will be ordered to proceed to 
Chlokomauga Park, Tonn.: 


"AH the light batteries of the 1st, 2d, 


3d, 4th and 5th regiments of artillery and 


tba 1st, 3d, 3d, Otb, 9th and 10th regi- 
ments of cavalry.

Keep Arbor Day. 


APRIL 22

THE DATE 


Benefits and History of the Custom in 


This Country-Idea Origin- 


ated 
In 
a Small 


Swiss Town. 


From tho Dally of'Saturday. 


The scholars of (he city pnbllo schools 


aro making preparations to observe Arbor 
Day on Friday, April 38. In most all of 
the schools excrnlses ui some kind will be. 
held to celebrate tbe springtime festival 
of tree planting. ID the pajt few years 
the pupils in both tbe High school and 
the ward schools have planted trees and 
tbe custom has proved both Interesting 
and benefloial to the young people. Some 
of the country school8 will probably also 
observe tbe day, 


Wltb the country schools Arbor Day is 


becoming a great occasion, and one which 
la sure to work in nob good in every com 
munlty where it Is observed. Not only 
does It result In beautifying the school 
yards, but it has a pormaDent and bonefl 
clal effect upon tbe characters of every 
pupil and citizen taking part in It. In 
this prairie country tho average school 
yard Is barren and uninviting. 


To convert these places Into scones of 


beauty la certainly a noble work and tbe 
very fact that tho pupils undertake this 
task for the benefit of those ivho ooine 
after them without any hopes of enjoying 
the fruits of their labors themselves, 
teaches a wholesome and practical Ies=on 
of self sacrifice and patriotism. For these 
reasons the observance of tbe day is on 
ooaragd by thos Interested in tbe schools. 
If this custom is followed out throughout 
tho state It will be but a few years before 
tha country school yards are transformed 
Into picturesque places. 


In his proclamation last year tbe govor 


nor said that If every family In Illinois 
would plant a tree tbe ultimate addition 
to the wealth of the state wonld be very 
great. 
He stated that Illinois, being a 


prairie state, In which there aro compar 
atlvely large section where trees will not 
grow spontaneously, and where the nn 
nual rainfall la not promoted by forests 
tbe Importance of tree planting cannot be 
overestimated. Not only tbe school ohil 
dreu bat tbo young people of societies are 
urged to observe tbe day in a practical 
way. 


The act andor wbioh Illinois each year 


holds general observance ot Arbor Day 
was passed by tbe legislature in 1887 and 
was approved by tbe governor June 10 o! 
that year. The state department of pub 
Ho instruction credits the ancient town ol 
Brugg, Switzerland, with being the first 
to observe a regnlar annual day of treo 
planting. The custom still observed was 
bogun iu the fifth century and is oallet 
the "snitch parade." According to tbe 
old municipal chronicles the citizens o 
tbe Swiss town were determined to bave 
an oak grovo in tho common. First they 
planted acorns, bet none of them grew 
and lator the custom of taking a young 
treo from the forest each year and trans- 
planting It waa carried out. 


Nebraska was the first state In this 


country to establish, by law, nn anmiu 
Arbor Day. Illinois was quick to follow 
the precedent and now tho entire forestry 
Interests of the Dnlted States are work 
Ing In harmony for a national law to so 
cure a uniform observance of tho day 
throughout tbe entire country.

The teacher 
selected two beautiful pictures "Venus do 
ftlllo," and "Stratford," the borne of 
Shakespeare, as a start in tho art oollotj- 
tloDjbut bope to^soon be able to add many 
more. In many cities citizens have taken 
a great interest In this line of work and 
bave given substantial aid by Individual 
donatlons^of one or more pictures, and In 
tbat way rapidly add to a valuable col- 
lection. Bave we not leveral Individuals 
In Decatur that are ready and willing to 
help push this work?

wood tbat Crandall Is unknown to them 
Is acoeptud, as be used an assumed name 
In an interview Crandall said:

of laying tbe mine and torpedoes. I hope 
be will ooroe forward and tell the truth 
as I have doiio. He is at present, so fai 
as I know, holding a commission in tbo 
Spanish army, and I have beun told tha 
be Is going to Washington as a spy. He 
was my chief assistant. He aud I came 
from Key West together. 
The assertion 


that I am a fake is auooptablo to me, but 
tbo documents that have gone on to Wash 
ington prove otherwise. I am ready to 
tell all tbat I know, and when it la told I 
nut BUTH Weyler will not hold bis hoad as 
high as ha does now." 


Crandall was kept in close custody, so 


to sptmk, by tbe secret service agents o 
the state department, and tonight was 
brought to this city to swear to bis state 
ments before a notary public.
